The  Public  Abattoir  was  taken  over  by  tlie  i41nlstry 
of  Food  at  the  corarMncemont  of  the  war, as  a centre  fortiie 
iorou  of  Fleetwood  ami  the  Urban  Districts  of  Thomton- 
Cleveleys  and  Preesall.  All  animals  slauc^itered  are  inspected 
by  the  officers  of  this  Authority.

Powers)  Act, 1938,  it  is  necessary  for  all  Hawkers  of  food 

and  their  presii8e8,and  other  premises  sdiere  food  is  prex>ared 
to  be  re gi 8 taped  .from  the  Ist  0itober,1939.
